The Natal Radium Fund, 

Great success has attended the work of the Natal Radium 
Fund, which was inaugurated by the Natal Coastal Branch 
of the British Medical Association, ably supported by the 
Natal Inland Branch. In the issue of the Journal of the 
Medical Association of South Africa (B.M.A.) for January 
5th it is reported that within seven months this fund has 
risen to £21,600 without any assistance from the Govern- 
ment. The Durban Corporation has voted £250 a year 
towards the expense of administration, and a body of 
trustees is to be appointed to control the fund on behalf 
of the public. 


Prizes for Essays by Senior Students and Newly 
Qualified Practitioners, 

Several years ago the British Medical Association instituted 
a competition for prizes for essays by final year students 
on medical subjects to be arranged by the Association. 
As regards the year just past, the Association extended the 
scope of the competition to include newly qualified practi- 
tioners—namely, within one year of passing the final 
professional examination. The subject fixed was ‘ Three 
cases illustrative of the value of ante-natal observation of 
pregnant women.’’ For the purposes of the competition the 
medical schools were grouped as follows:

** EXCESSIVE PRESCRIBING : £100 PENALTY.” 

Srr,—The letter by Dr. Frank G. Layton in the Supplement 
ot February 22nd calls for some reply from one of the rank 
and file, whatever other notice may be taken of it. It raises 
issues not ouly fundamental to the working of the panel system, 
but to the existence of loyalty among panel practitioners. 

The insurance practitioner, in return for certain remunera- 
tion, binds himself to carry out ‘specific Regulations in doing 
his work. Anything I have to say has relation to all those 
Regulations, and not only those relating to ‘‘ excessive prescrib- 
ing.’’ If some men ‘toe the line’’ and others do not there 
is unfair competition. Specious pretences of ‘‘ high ideals,”’ 
‘* excessive popularity,’ and the like should not be allowed to 
interfere with justice.’ The victim must be remembered as well 
as the accused. ‘he victim in this regard is he who takes his 
duties and his obligations seriously, and consequently is in 
danger of being wiped out. by those who ignore the Regula- 
tions, and frequently in consequence secure lucrative panels. 
The danger is not a theoretical one. There have been victims, 
and the transgressors continue to flourish. The penalties are 
a mere flea-bite to men with large panels. 

I am afraid the weight of opinion has always been on the side 
of the plutocrat. The doctor who could most nearly approach 
the ideal of ‘‘ a patient a minute ’’ always had official support. 
But a change of attitude is called for, and that speedily, if the 
unity of the profession is to be upheld. The under-dog must 
not be ignored; he is not necessarily incompetent, though 
unsuccessful.—I am, etc.,

Sm,—Surely Dr. Layton -cannot be so ignorant of recent 
history as really to feel the surprise he expresses at the 
reticence of medical officialdom concerning this case. After all, 
it is to the general financial interest of the profession that the 
panel system shall continue in its present form. Compared with 
this summum bonum, mere trivialities of justice and efficiency 
are minor considerations. Anything which draws attention to 
the eccentricities of approved society administration, to the 
extravagant absurdities of the arrangement with the chemists, 
or to the ‘‘ average ’’ treatment considered appropriate to panel 
patients ‘is likely to bring the whole house of cards about our 
ears. And then I, and Dr. Layton, and all the rest of us will 
be losers to an extent which makes an occasional £100 fine 
seem small indeed. The average panel patient is becoming 
satisfied with what he gets; common sense suggests 'eaving well 
alone. Personally, I. consider the ironic amusement I have 
derived from this example of medical trade unionism cheap at

A ciinicaL meeting of the Bombay Branch was held at the Path 
logical Department of the Grant Medical College on January 15th, 
when Lieut.-Colonel A. F. Hamitton, C.I.E., I.M.S., was in fhe 
chair; 15 members and 30 guests were present. 

Dr. B, B. opu showed a case of unilateral pulmonary tubes 
culosis treated by artificial pneumothorax for over two years, He 
said that it was difficult to obtain cases suitable for this method 
of treatment, and the patients discontinued treatment as soon as 
they felt better. If, in a selected case, the treatment was con 
tinued long enough the results were satisfactory. Dr. Yodh nest 
showed a case of amoebiasis of the liver with unusual features, 4 
man, aged 35, was admitted to hospital with a bulging of the lower 
part of the right side of the chest, and intermittent pyrexia for 
about a month. An g-ray examination revealed ihat the diaphragm 
was pushed up to the third rib by the liver; there was als 
slight enlargement of the liver downwards. The total leucocyte 
count was 11,000 per c.mm. A liver abscess was diagnosed, and 
it was decided to aspirate, but no pus could be obtained, although 
the needle was inserted in different directions. The patient 
received two courses of emetine, and all the symptoms cleared 
up; the bulgimg disappeared, and a radiological examination 
showed that the diaphragm had returned to its normal position, 
only a little pleural thickening being left. 

Dr. AsputtaA KarMaLLy presented a case of a primary neoplasm 
of the lung with secondary deposiis in the spinal cord and 
consequent myelitis, followed by a case of probably primary 
carcinoma of the liver. A third patient brought by Dr. Karmal 
was a young man who had been admiited for haemopt ysis; the 
blood was later replaced by purulent material resembling that 
from a liver abscess. There was a history of an amoebic liver 
abscess having been previously aspirated in hospital. There wer 
signs of consolidation in the right upper lobe, and an xy 
examination showed a dense circular shadow in the right uppet 
lobe. This shadow did. not diminish in spite of two courses 
emetine, although the general symptoms had improved. ;
